musician is undeniable, but it is the uses to which he devotes his gifts 
that makes Kenny so extraordinary an entertainer. From the songs he 
chooses, to the charities he supports, Kenny echoes and reiterates the 
most admirable aspects of our history and culture: our optimism, our 
lack of pretention, our good will and our ability to work and to play hard 
and well. 

Perhaps, the single most important aspect of Kenny Rogers’ current 
success is that it took him over twenty years to achieve it He is no 
overnight wonder. No one who works long and hard for something, 
and then achieves it, ever treats his success or the people who made it 
happen with anything other than gratitude and respect. Well, at least if 
you’re Kenny Rogers you don’t. His first professional job as a musician

THE BEGINNING: 

A bit of mystery always hovers around success as huge and over¬ 
whelming as Kenny Rogers’ has been. You can listen to a song or hear a 
voice and say, “Yes, that’s good. I like that. It’s a hit.” But it takes more 
than good tunes and a fine voice to carve out a career like his. It takes 
something special, something beyond what’s in the grooves, as they 
say in the music business, to give a man dozens of top ten singles, 
several platinum albums in a row, and milliorts of record sales around 
the world—not to mention the television specials, the TV movies, and a 
successful first theatrical motion picture. The something special about 
Kenny Rogers is the kind of person he is and the way his personality 
shines through all that he does. His talent as a singer, songwriter and 


was with a group of four high school buddies who called themselves 
THE SCHOLARS, which was probably wishful thinking. They drove 340 
miles in a 1956 Chevrolet to play two twenty minute shows at an Air 
Force base in San Antonio. For this first foray into the glamorous world 
of show business, Kenny walked away with $13.00 in his pocket. He’s 
come quite a ways since then. 

In 1958, Kenny got his first tantalizing taste of real success. His 
brother, Lelan, who is now head of Kenny Rogers Productions, pro¬ 
duced him singing a sentimental ballad called “THAT CRAZY FEELING,” 
and suddenly “Kenneth Rogers,” as it read on the label, had himself a 
million selling single and an appearance on “American Bandstand.” It

was all very short-lived and not long after, Kenny was playing bass in 
Bobby Doyle’s jazz trio, something he would do for the next six and one 
half years. In 1966, fortune’s turning wheel brought another oppor¬ 
tunity within reach in the form of an offer to join THE NEW CHRISTY 
MINSTRELS, a group who had achieved considerable success during 
the folk music boom of the early sixties (Do you remember Hootenan¬ 
nies?). This was his first experience with a nationally established group, 
and Kenny’s first introduction to the business side of the music industry. 
(It’s interesting to note that one of the women who sang in the nine 
member group was Kim Carnes,who later co-wrote Kenny’s GIDEON 
LP; sang the hit duet, “Don’t Fall In Love With A Dreamer” with Kenny; 
and won a Grammy Award for Record of the Year in 1982 for her huge 
hit, “Bette Davis Eyes.”) 

As music styles evolved, the time came to move on and Kenny with 
three other members of the Minstrels—Mike Settle, Terry Williams and

Thelma Comacho—formed a pop/rock group they called THE FIRST 
EDITION. After adding drummer Mickey Jones, they began to play in 
clubs around Los Angeles and were seen one night by the manager of 
The Smothers Brothers, Ken Kragen. Kragen liked what he saw on stage 
and asked to manage the young group. They agreed, and within 
months they had their first big hit, “JUST DROPPED IN(To See What 
Condition My Condition Was In).” Although Kenny started out as one 
among equals, he slowly emerged to the forefront. As it happened, The 
First Edition had two singles out at the same time. Thinking that DJs 
would play both if they seemed to be by different artists, the band’s 
record company changed the billing on “RUBY, DONT TAKE YOUR 
LOVE TO TOWN” to read KENNY ROGERS AND THE FIRST EDITION. It 
became a smash hit and established Kenny’s voice on the airways and 
his name in the record industiy. 

Kenny found himself facing an uncertain future after The First Edition’s 
break-up. For the first time since he’d joined the BOBBY DOYLE TRIO 
when he was nineteen, he was on his own. He’d had seventeen good 
years, but at age 38, a man begins to question his future in a business 
seemingly dominated by youth. In the two decades he had been 
playing music, he had worked in jazz, folk and rock. He returned to the 
first music he had heard at his fiddle-playing Daddy’s knee: 
Country/Western. 

THE TRIUMPH: 

With country on his mind, Kenny signed with United Artists Records 
(later to be bought by EMI and renamed Liberty), and began a collabo¬ 
ration with producer Larry Butler that would generate enough gold and 
platinum to fill Fort Knox. However, like all good things, Kenny’s suc¬ 
cess took some time to mature. His first solo album, LOVE LIFTED ME, 
made a respectable showing (“Love Lifted Me” reached number nine¬ 
teen on the country music charts), but he had to wait for the second 
single chosen from his next LP, KENNY ROGERS, to break his career 
wide open. That song was “LUCILLE” and it made Kenny Rogers a star. 
When you think of the hit records that have followed, it’s hard to believe 
that it was only a few short years ago that his ballad of a woman who 
“picked a fine time to leave” was released. “Lucille” also set a precedent 
for Kenny’s affection towards what he calls “story songs.” Almost every 
album has one or two tunes that tell a fable, describe a drama, or teach a 
lesson. His stories have told of the follies of youth, the fickleness of love, 
and the retribution of fate. His characters are gamblers, music men, and 
cowards, women who have fallen and women who haven’t. They are all 
a part of the American landscape, as indivisible from it as the Rocky 
Mountains or the Mississippi River. In these songs we find ourselves 
and our past, our faults as well as our virtues. Taken together, Kenny’s 
story songs have painted a lovingly-shaded, finely etched portrait of 
the American character. The other great staple of Kenny Rogers’ reper¬ 
toire is the love song. The rough edge to his voice speaks to hearts 
often broken and sorely mended. He can whisper, plead, growl in pain, 
then at a turn, soar with the starburst wonder of it all. In his famous duets 
with Dolly Parton, Sheena Easton, Dottie West and Kim Carnes, he is the 
perfect partner and the perfect foil. By himself he can convince us as 
both the rejected suitor and the lover so enthralled he can hardly speak. 
From his classic rendition of Lionel Richie’s “LADY,” way back to 
“RUBY,” Kenny Rogers has been able to project and describe what it is 
for a man to love and be loved in the modern world. Cliched sentimen¬ 
talism is seen for what it is—a childish wish and an unobtainable ideal. 
His men and women are real flesh and blood: searching, perhaps 
imperfectly, for a few moments peace in an imperfect world. It is this 
edge of reality that makes the joy of a song like “Lady” so achingly 
compelling. Kenny Rogers is, for this generation, the troubadour of how 
grown men and women love each other. 

Since “Lucille,” there has been barely a week during which Kenny has 
not had a song high on the pop and country charts, receiving heavy 
airplay on radio stations around the world. The albums and the hit 
singles culled from them come in regular succession. Each year, the list 
of awards he receives grows longer. 

Kenny Rogers is a country singer who has moved beyond country 







but never lost touch with it In the same way that The Beatles trans¬ 
cended rock and roll, that Ray Charles transcended rhythm and blues, 
that Simon and Garfunkel transcended folk music, Kenny Rogers’ music 
has expanded in both scope and popularity to encompass the widest 
possible range of influences and audiences. He has become an All- 
American classic with roots buried deep in our collective musical past, 
and wide branches to shade the present with the promise of years of 
pleasure yet to come.

THE MAN AND HIS FUTURE: 


From the earliest days of his success with The First Edition, Kenny 
Rogers has always extended himself and made time in his usually 
exhausting schedule for charity. For years he has supported the Cere¬ 
bral Palsy Child Care Center in Sikeston, Missouri, having raised over a 
quarter of a million dollars for the facility. Kenny’s love for athletics—he 
often travels with his personal tennis pro—has also been turned to 
philanthropic pursuits with many softball and basketball games organ¬ 
ized for charity, as he travels around the country. He and his wife, 
Marianne, take particular interest in the Juvenile Diabetes Foundation, 
the Dubnoff Center (for the treatment of underprivileged children with 
learning disabilities) and World Hunger, the cause so important to the 
late singer/songwriter/humanitarian Harry Chapin, an old friend of 
Kenny’s who died tragically in an auto accident int 1981. In 1982, Kenny 
and Marianne began the World Hunger Awards by donating $1,000,000 
toward the eradication of world hunger. Each year since, they have 
hosted the Awards ceremony where they donate large cash awards 
amongst the members of the media whose significant contributions 
have enlightened the public’s awareness of world hunger. 

There’s no way you can have a recording/performing career bigger 
than the one Kenny Rogers has built over the last few years. So, while 
continuing to work at it, he has expanded his activities into other media. 
First came three television specials— A SPECIAL KENNY ROGERS, 
KENNY ROGERS AND THE AMERICAN COWBOY, and KENNY ROGERS’ 
AMERICA— followed by three tremendously successful and highly 
rated movies for TV, KENNY ROGERS AS THE GAMBLER, COWARD OF 
THE COUNTY, and KENNY ROGERS AS THE GAMBLER, PART II: THE 
ADVENTURE CONTINUES. 1982 also saw Kenny’s debut in the theatri¬ 
cal motion picture, SIX PACK, which was released by 20th Century Fox 
and produced by Kenny’s own Lion Share Productions. All this and a 
concert touring schedule of over a hundred dates ayear that takes him 
all over the country and abroad. 

The promise of Kenny’s future is as bright and exciting as everything 
he has already achieved. There will, of course, always be more music. As 
his recent music testifies, his talent has grown richer, more complex, 
and more subtle with age, like the flavor of a bottle of fine wine. Moving 
to R.C.A. Records has broadened his mass appeal by releasing hits 
produced by Barry Gibb and other top producers. The next few years 
will see him taking his music to new places, expanding his geographical 
reach to encompass the world. His work to battle world hunger 
throughout the world continues. 

Many, many other projects also promise future rewards. Kenny con¬ 
tinues operation of his own ultra-modern recording facility in Los 
Angeles called Lion Share Recording Studios. The Kenny Rogers West¬ 
ern Collection, a high quality fashion line featuring men’s and women’s 
western clothing, has become very successful. But, of course, the most 
important part of his life is his family—his beautiful wife, Marianne and 
his adorable son, Christopher Cody. 

In his music and his life, Kenny Rogers tries to reflect all that is best 
about America. When he sings, he taps the energy of our country’s 
heartland. His songs speak to the spark of universal humanity in all of us. 
They rely on the time-proven values that have animated American 
greatness for two hundred years. It is his privilege to sing for you and he 
thanks you for the chance, and for the warmth and affection with which 
YOU have decorated his life.

ferences. Since Kenny's 
itinerary is planned a year in 
advance to accommodate his 
heavy schedule—live con¬ 
certs, recordings and films— 
the advance planning is the 
most crucial part of the tour. 

At this stage, the "opening 
act" is decided upon. After 
availabilities are checked and 
contracts are negotiated, the 
act is hired. "Many times art¬ 
ists have been scouted in 
other performance situations 
to see how they work. Since 
Kenny's show is in the round, 
it's important that the artist be 
an all-around entertainer and 
available to tour two weeks 
out of the month" according 
to Spurlock. 

Once the opening act is set, 
then come the negotiations 
with the buildings—con¬ 
tracts, insurance specifica¬ 
tions, safety regulations— 
all points are covered. Kay 
Knight, Mickey Baker, Debbie 
Cross and JoAnne Ritchey 
form the spine and support 
team at North American 
Tours. Working closely with 
C. K. Spurlock, a myriad of 
details are divided between 
them, in orderto bring Kenny's 
show to your city—from 
checking for advance produc¬ 
tion requirements, trucking 
and crew arrangements, and 
food requirements to han¬ 
dling all ticket counts and 
press passes, publicity and 
radio station requirements for

Hundreds of telephone 
calls are made months before 
Kenny's show comes to your 
city. The tremendous work 
connected with planning 
the tour has begun. C. K. 
Spurlock of North American 
Tours (Kenny's concert pro¬ 
moter), in Tennessee, and 
Lelan Rogers of Kenny 
Rogers Productions, along 
with Ken Kragen (Kenny's 
manager), whose offices are 
both in Los Angeles, have 
already had several con¬ 












promotion and contest win¬ 
ners. All of this information is 
relayed between North Amer¬ 
ican Tours, Kenny Rogers Pro¬ 
ductions and Ken Kragen's 
offices. 

About eight weeks before 
Kenny's concert, advertising 
plans are mapped out be¬ 
tween C. K. Spurlock and G. 
Gerald Roy of Stellar Enter¬ 
tainment (the agency that 
handles Kenny's concert 
advertising). The markets 
are analyzed and the media 
advertising is purchased 
(print, radio, and TV). So, 
about five weeks before 
Kenny's concert, you begin 
to get the news. 

While all of this work has 
been going on, Deborah 
Boynton, Travel Manager for 
Kenny Rogers Productions, 
has been making all of the 
travel and hotel accom¬ 
modations for the Band, 
staff and crew, from her Los 
Angeles office. And, some¬ 
times re-routing is necessary 
—quick changes have to be 
made; due to bad weather, 
changes in markets or 
unavoidable illness—and, 
the telephones start buzzing 
to keep the show on sched¬ 
ule. All pertinent information 
filters through Deborah Boyn¬ 
ton's busy office and, she 
helps to keep Kenny's tour 
schedule flowing to the rest 
of us, so we can get the latest 
information to you (via the 


newsletter). A complex 
task? Yes! But, with Kenny's 
super teams all networking 
together, it's generally pretty 
"smooth sailing" 

Now, the show is out and 
moving on the road and has 
arrived in your city. It's early 
morning...the stage, lighting 
and sound equipment has 
rolled in on huge trucks. Pro¬ 
duction Manager Tim Rogers 
is in charge of over-seeing its 
set-up. There's a 12-man crew 
on the road, with extra 
truckloaders hired on in each 
city to help with this monu¬ 
mental task. 

Stage Manager/Equipment 
Technician Mike Wolpert and 
Equipment Manager Lenny 
Rogers are on hand. The 
lighting cable and motors are 
hung from the ceiling beams. 
Then the lighting truss and 
sound bumpers are assem¬ 
bled and "floated" above the 
stage. They make sure that 
the sophisticated, com¬ 
puterized equipment is in 
place and working. All of 
Kenny's concert equipment 
is designed to fit the config¬ 
urations of various halls in 
each city. 

Meanwhile, Gene Roy, 
Kenny's Road Manager, is 
busily making last-minute 
checks, arrangements and 
telephone calls to the various 
offices. He has already co¬ 
ordinated all of the travel 
arrangements with Deborah 


Boynton for Kenny, the Band 
and crew, made certain that 
Kenny's wardrobe is ready for 
the evening's performance 
and has made sure that 
Kenny's transportation is set 
—from the airport to the 
arena. Now, he checks on 
arrangements for various 
people that will be meeting 
Kenny backstage—the press, 
record executives, radio sta¬ 
tion representatives, contest 
winners and so forth. 

This takes us into mid-after¬ 
noon and time for the "sound 
check" with Sound Engineer 
Keith Bugos. The Band's 
wardrobe has been laid out in 
their dressing room by Dress¬ 
ing Room Manager Paul 
Rogers. C. K. Spurlock goes 
over final details with the 
Production crew...more tele¬ 
phone calls are made. The 
house is ready and the crew 
breaks for dinner. 

It's getting near showtime. 
The crew is stationed. Last 
minute cues are given over 
their walkie-talkies. The 
audience is in and seated. 
Lights start to dim. Gene 
Roy "cues" the opening act 
for their entrance. They're 
on...it's intermission...lights 
dim again. Kenny's Band 
begins the note...spotlights 
search the audience...Roy 
Rogers and Security lead 
Kenny through the audience, 
as he sings his "opening" 
song. And, in an instant, 
Kenny is onstage entertain¬ 
ing you.

That's the title of Kenny & Dolly's 
HBO Special, an exciting "behind-the- 
scenes" look at their sold-out concert 
performance at Portland's Memorial 
Coliseum (Portland, OR, April 13th). 

A must see , their show is packed 
with high energy and a sense of 
urgency Opening in the control 
booth, where we scan a sea of TV 
monitors and intercut between shots 
of Kenny and Dolly, to matching shots 
of their "live" performance at Memo¬ 
rial Coliseum. Then, within a matter 
of seconds, the crew's enormous job 
of setting up the arena stage, hanging 
the lighting grids, and arranging the 
seating flashes before our eyes. 

You get the feeling of actually 
"being there;' from their informal 
rehearsal at the Record Plant in Los 
Angeles, to their powerful, live per¬ 
formance in Portland. 

There are so many memorable 
sequences: "And, then I wrote..." Is a 
delightful sequence in rehearsal, with 
Kenny and Dolly taking turns on an 
acoustic guitar and singing a selec¬ 
tion of their songs. Dolly's "live" 
opening on stage charms the 


audience with her "We're Having A 
Party" And, Kenny's kidding with 
them before singing his very special 
"Sweet Music Man!' An outstanding 
highlight is his performance of "We 
Are The World;' joined by his band 
Bloodline, with the Portland audience 
spontaneously rising to their feet, 
and becoming part of a 20,000 voice 
chorus. Their rendition of "We've Got 
Tonight" literally brought the house 
down (the first time they appear 
together on stage). The audience 
loved their duet "Real Love;' and their 
hit "Islands In The Stream" was 
another crowd-pleaser. "Real Love: 
Kenny & Dolly;' is a fast-paced, super¬ 
lative special produced by Ken Yates 
and Howard Malley, and directed by 
Stan Harris. Ending on an exhilarat¬ 
ing note: Kenny and Dolly are led 
from the stage, back through the 
audience and into the backstage 
corridor. Their special ends with a 
FREEZE FRAME on their smiling 
faces.

ALBUM 


Kenny has been back at work, 
in the studio again, on an 
exciting new album with the 
noted British record producer, 
George Martin (known for his 
extraordinary work with 
"The Beatles"). 
Their "adventurous under¬ 
taking" began in late Spring, 
before Kenny was off to film 
"Wild Horses" on location. 
While Kenny was filming, 
George Martin returned to 
England to cut the "basic 
tracks" The two met back in 
Los Angeles during mid-June 
to continue work on the pro¬ 
ject. The new album will be 
Kenny's first project that 
he's worked on with a solo 
producer, since Lionel 
Richie produced his "Share 
Your Love"LR 
The inside track tells us that 
the "key" song to listen for is 
"The Rest of Me(' written by 
Richard Marx, Jeremy Lub¬ 
bock and David Foster. Kenny 
feels it's one of the best songs 
that he's heard since "Lady" 
With this in mind, we're 
looking forward to hear¬ 
ing his bold, new musical 
venture in late Summer on 
RCA Records. 




The premier of the 60-minute docu¬ 
mentary (May 1, HBO) gave many of 
us the opportunity to participate in the 
making of the historic recording. 

Narrated by Jane Fonda, the unique 
special transports us "behind-the- 
scenes" visually and musically through 
the "eye" of the event that brought 
together 45 top music artists for: "We 
Are The World ." 

The powerful video literally com¬ 
presses hundreds of hours of work into 
60 minutes, allowing the viewer to wit¬ 
ness the creative process in action. 

We are taken from the gates of A&M 
Recording Studios, in Los Angeles, into 
the control booth, and then are whisked 
to Kenny's Lion Share Recording Studios 
where top studio musicians are record¬ 
ing the "basic tracks" for the single. 
Inside, we spot producer Quincy Jones 
rejiearsing the vocals with Stevie Won¬ 
der, Michael Jackson and Lionel Richie. 

Through the magic of film, we time- 
trip ahead to the eve of the 10-hour, 
marathon recording session. The studio 
is being readied at A&M. Equipment is 
being set-up, individual artist's "marks" 
are taped to risers, while camera and 
crew members receive their final 
instructions. Michael Jackson arrives 
early to record his vocal "guideline" 
for the 45-member chorus. 

Outside of A&M, the artists begin to 
arrive. Excitement builds as they enter 
the studio. (Many came directly from 
the American Music Awards, while oth¬ 
ers flew in just for the session.) 

Soon, the studio is filled with the 
members of the superstar chorus— 
Kenny, Steve Perry, Ray Charles, Billy 
Joel, Bob Dylan, Bruce Springsteen, 
Diana Ross, Stevie Wonder, Bette Mid¬ 
ler, Tina Turner, Willie Nelson, Dionne 
Warwick, Lionel Richie...(an incredible 
cross-section of musical talent). Warm 
greetings are exchanged, and anticipa¬ 
tion fills the air. The chorus find their 


individual "marks" and take their places, 
on the risers. 

Bob Geldof, organizer for Britain's 
Band Aid Project that served as inspira¬ 
tion for USA for Africa, addresses the 
chorus. Geldof explains in detail his 
first-hand experience in witnessing the 
tragedy in Ethopia. The impact of the 
" We Are The World " session will be felt 
long after the evening's event. Ken 
Kragen, the event producer outlines 
how the funds will be distributed. The 
artists are touched and eager to contrib¬ 
ute their talents. 

Quincy Jones takes the conductor's 
podium. The session begins. With 
Michael Jackson's "guideline" vocal 
playing through their headsets, the cho¬ 
rus beings singing...."we are the world, 
we are the children..." Solo and duet 
lines are broken down. Excitement and 
emotions run high. The group breaks to 
work on the 21 lead vocal and harmony 
parts. Several work in teams, rehears¬ 
ing their parts. Kenny teams with Paul 
Simon. Stevie Wonder and Ray Charles 
rehearse together with the aid of an 
electronic, braille machine. 

Half-way into the session, the group 
breaks for a photo shoot and exclusive 
interview with "Life Magazine" Auto¬ 
graphs are exchanged between the 
superstars—each taking turns signing 
each others' sheet music—and, 100 
USA for Africa posters are signed (the 
artist's signatures will become part 
of the opening for the video). 

After a warm and spontaneous trib¬ 
ute to Harry Belafonte, with everyone 
singing "The Banana Boat Song;' the 
group re-assembles to begin work 
again. Stevie Wonder introduces two 
Ethiopian women who thank the group 
for the help that they are giving to their 
country. There is a stunned moment of 
silence before the women leave. Every¬ 
one is moved. Some weep. Quincy 
Jones breaks the silence with a soft... 
"let's sing!' One by one, the artists 
step to the microphone to record their 
individual lines. The sequence is elec¬ 
trifying. After half a dozen takes, 
the solos and main vocal sequences 
have been taped. And, by 8:00 AM the 
next morning the studio is still, and 










all have disappeared. 

The "most crucial part of the task" 
would be completed during the follow¬ 
ing days and nights at Kenny's Lion 
Share Recording Studios. Producer 
Quincy Jones and engineer Humberto 
Gatica, along with a score of techni¬ 
cians, completed the detailed, final 
mix on the record. Ray Charles, Lionel 
Richie, James Ingram and Stevie 
Wonder were brought back in to add 
highlights to the track...all has been 
captured in the 60-minute video. 

The excellent documentary takes us 
through the creative steps, from the 
beginnings of a collective idea to the 
completion of a single purpose: 45 
signatures come to life across the 
USA for Africa logo, and 45 super 
voices ring out... 

" There js a choice we're mak¬ 
ing... we're saving our own lives " 


UPDATE 


L.A. — Monday, June 10,1985— 
Kenny, along with members of 
the USA for Africa Foundation, 
was on hand to see the first air¬ 
lift of supplies being readied for 
flightto Ethiopia. Three million 
dollars worth of food and medi¬ 
cal supplies were flown to the 
famine stricken country. Kenny 
also serves as one of the Board 
of Directors for the USA for 
Africa Foundation. 

The projected 50 million dollar 
goal is expected to be reached 
by the end of Summer by the 
USA for Africa Foundation. Dis¬ 
tribution and allocation of funds 
are as follows: First 35% for 
immediate needs—food and 
medical supplies. Second 35% 
for long-range needs—seed, 
fertilizer, water drilling. 20% 
allocated for programs working 
toward long-term solutions to 
the problem. Final 10% to help 
the hungry and homeless in 
America. 

Mayor Tom Bradly has pro¬ 
claimed July 26 "WE ARE THE 
WORLD DAY IN LOS ANGELES" 
Kenny will be one of the artists 
to be honored with a Certificate 
of Outstanding Service to the 
Community, for his participa¬ 
tion in the African Relief effort. 
Awards will be presented by 
Mrs. Ethel Bradley on the City 
Hall Steps.

Kenny was on hand June 3 at the Men’s Fashion 
Association’s Fall /Winter 1987 Press Preview at the Ryetov 
Hilton in Rye Brook, New York, where the J.C. Penney 
announcement was made. Commenting during the pre 
conference about his participation in the line, Kenny sai> 
“I wanted to get into something that was casual and 
sporty, that I could personally wear and feel comfortab 
wearing. The line is a perfect reflection of me.”

The movie “Gambler III”, in which Kenny will reprise his 
role as Brady Hawkes began filming June 24th. Also 
starring are Bruce Boxlightner (“The Scarecrow and Mrs. 
King") and Linda Gray (“Dallas”). In this CBS mini-series 
set in 1890, Brady tries to prevent a major confrontation 
between the Sioux Indian faction and the corrupt 
individuals from the United States government who are 
trying to take advantage of the Indian nation. The 
location site for Gambler III is Santa Fe, New Mexico.

When two high-powered super music stars such as 
Kenny Rogers and Ronnie Milsap converge in the 
studio, the explosion of talent that results is 
guaranteed to rattle the airwaves.
